$524 Million 
Asked to Aid 
Hunger War 

President Details 
World Fight Against

President Johnson asked 
Congress yesterday for $524 
million to fight hunger, 
ignorance and disease around 
the world. 

Detailing for the first time 
his proposal to put an inter- 
national dimension to the 
Great Society, the President 
said “we would be shortsight- 
ed to confine our vision to this 
Nation’s shorelines.” 

The funds requested repre- 
sent an increase of $193-mil- 
lion over current spending on 
a variety of similar aid pro- 
grams the United. States has 
undertaken. 

Under the President’s pro- 
posals, they would be more 
tightly coordinated as well as 
expanded to fight “the slavery 
of ignorance and the scrouge 
of disease” in the developing 
nations. 

Mr. Johnson Is expected to 
send Congress a message to- 
day outlining new Food, for 
Peace programs designed to 
tie American assistance more 
closely to self-help programs 
bv the recipient countries. 
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programs, including; 
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to 5000 foreigners to 
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jected the elimination of 
smallpox and malaria, a fight 
on cholera and measles and 
new programs for population 
control. 

To combat malnutrition, Mr. 
Johnson called for a program 
to increase the number of 
infants, children and mothers 
receiving nutritious foods 
under Food for Peace. 

“Our goal must be to help 
the developing nations start or 
expand programs that will 
reach 150 million children 
within the next five years,” 
the President told Congress. 


To coordinate international 
education programs, the Pres- 
ident proposed a center for 
Educational Cooperation in the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 

It would assist the progress 
of education in underdevelop- 
ed countries, stimulate the ex- 
change of students and teiadh- 
ers and assist public and pri- 
vate agencies conducting inter- 
ational education programs. 

Mr. Johnson said education 
officers would be named to 
serve in American embassies 
overseas and that support 
would be given in this country 
to strengthen university work 
on development programs. 

Guidance from HEW 

Guidance would be provided 
in NEW’s new educational cen- 
ter to exchange students and 
teachers, to irfeke use of pro- 
fessors who have retired or are 
>n leave, and to recruit return- 


ing Peace Corps volunteers 
who desire further foreign 
service. 

To encourage more interna- 1 
tional meetings in this coun-i 
try, the President said he had; 
directed the State and Justice 
Departments to find ways “to 
remove unnecessary h i n d- 
ranees in , granting visas to 
guests invited from abroad.” 

The President called for an 
International Career Service 
under the Public Health Serv- 
ice to fight disease and to meet 
health manpower needs. 

He requested funds “to in- 
crease the pace and scope” of 
research in human reproduc- 
tion and population dynamics. 
An Administration official said 
research money would be used 
for improving the accuracy of 
the rhythm method of birth 
control. 

Research Grants 

Research grants will be 
made, he said, to study the 
problem of timing of ovulation 
to determine more accurately 
safe periods when conception 
will not occur. 

“The growing gap between 
food to eat and mouths to feed 
poses one of mankind’s great- 
est challenges,” the President 
said 1 . “It threatens the dignity 
of the individual and the sanc- 
tity of the family.” i 

The President said that “the 
choice between light and dark- 
ness, between health and sick- 
ness, between knowledge and 
ignorance, is not one that we 
can ignore. The light we gen-! 
erate can be the brightest hope 
of history.”
